Y ViQualling His Majeſty's Navy, that when any Fleet, 
Squadron or Ship ſhall be put to Short-Allowance of Proviſions, they 
do take Care the Seamen be paid for the ſame by their Agents or 
Correſpondents : You are therefore hereby required and directed, 
whenever the Ship which now is, or ſhall hereafter be under your 
Command ſhall be put on Short-Allowance of Proviſions, to take 
Care that the whole Company do go to Short- Allowance, and that 
neither your ſelf or Officers be at the ſame time at any other Allow- 
ance; that ſo the Inconveniencies which have attended the Want of 
a Compliance with the ſame, may for the future be removed. 

You are alſo hereby required to take particular Care always to

And whereas His Majeſty's Service has been expoſed to Incon- 
veniencies, eſpecially in the late War, when there was a Scarcity of 
ViQtuals, by the Liberty that Purſers have taken to ſell to Merchant- 
Ships, or otherwiſe, His Majeſty's Proviſions, which they either 
bought of the Men who ſaved the ſame, or was due to their Com- 
manders for themſelves or Servants ; And whereas it is abſolutely 
neceſſary that the ſaid Practice ſhould be diſcontinued for the future; 
you are therefore hereby required and directed to take particular 
Care, that if your Purſer be indebted to you any Proviſions, he does 
not, in order to the making the ſame good to you in Money, or on 
any other Pretence whatever, ſell or diſpoſe of the ſame out of the 
Ship you command, nor of any Proviſions which he may buy from 
the Men, but keep it on board for the Uſe of the Ship's Company ; 
for which he will be allowed by the Commiſſioners of the Victual-

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III. And in order to the remedying the Inconveniencies that have 
attended His Majeſty's Service by the Purſers of His Majeſty's Ships 
being frequently left behind when the Ships are bound on Foreign 

Voyages, and by their diſpoſing of the Money ſupply'd for Short Beer, 
&c. whereby the Men belonging to them ſuffer very much for want 
of Money to buy thoſe things which are neceſſary for them when 
they come abroad; We have thought fit to direct the principal Of. 
ficers and Commiſſioners of his Majeſty's Navy, to give the follow- 
ing Orders to the Commiſſioners for Victualling, viz. 

1. To take particular Care, that when any Ship ſhall be hereafter

the Proviſions which ſhall be ſent on board, and be able to judge whe- 
ther the whole be delivered on board or not, expreſſing in the ſaid 
Account what Part of the Proviſions [if any) they do intend to ſupply 
with Money: And that the Purſers may have no Pretence of ſtaying 
behind upon the Account of their not being diſpatch'dattheViQualling 
Office, the ſaid Commiſſioners for Victualling do ſend an Accaunt to 
each Captain ſo ſoon as their Purſers ſhall be finally diſpatched by 
them, together with a Copy of the Purſer's Indent. 

3. And that the Captains of His Majeſty's Ships may be the better 
ſatisfy d, when any Proviſions ſhall be ſent to the Ships under their 
Command, that the full Quantity of what was deſigned is brought on 
board; the ſaid Commiſſioners of the Victualling do, when any Pro- 
viſions are ſhip'd off, cauſe a perſect Bill of Lading to be at the ſame 
Time ſent by the Maſter of the Veſſel to the Maſter of the Ship, and 
the Captain's Clerk, that they may, upon the delivering on board the 
Provifions, examine the ſame by the Bill of Lading. | 

4. And that as for the Money with the Purſers ſhall from time 
to time be furniſhed with upon Account of ſhort Allowance of Beer, 
or other Species of Proviſions ; the ſaid Commiſſioners do inform the 
reſective Captains of the Ships whereto the ſaid Purſers belong, 
what Sum of Money they ſupply them with upon this Account, and 
whether tis in Bills or Specie ; if in Bills, to what Parties conſigned 
and where they inhabit ; and if in Money, what Specie thereof; that 
ſo the Captain-may, before the Ship fails, ſatisfy himſelf the Purſer 
does bring the ſaid Bills or Money on board with him : And alſo, 
That the ſaid Commiſſioners for Victualling do order the ſeveral Pur- 
ſers from time to time, that whenever they receive Money or Bills 
upon Account of ſhort Beer or other Proviſions, as aforeſaid, they 
carry the ſaid Money or Bills with them on the Voyage, and em ploy 
it for the intended Uſe of the Ship's Company, and not diſpoſe 2

the Service; and likewiſe that the ſaid Commiſſioners for Victual- 
ling do acquaint the ſaid Purſers, that if they do not ſtrictly comply 
therewith, upon the firſt Notice which ſhall be given from the faid 
Commiſſioners to this Board of the ſaid Purſers Neglect, they ſhall 
be diſmiſſed from their Employments. | | 

You are therefore hereby ſtrictly charged and required, to comply 
with what is herein directed, ſo far as it relates to your ſelf, and the 
Officers of the Ship under your Command, as you and they will an- 
ſwer the contrary at your Peril. And to the End your ſaid Officers 
may be the better informed of what is expected from them, you are 
from time to time to communicate theſe Orders to them. 

IV. And whereas we think it neceſſary, That where there is a 
Lieutenant appointed to any of His Majeſty's Ships of the Sixth 
Rate, he ſhould be authoriſed and directed to ſign the Captain's 
Muſter- Books; and where there is no Lieutenant allow'd, that then 
the Gunners of the ſaid Ships ſhould do it: The ſaid Officers are

5 V. And whereas, notwithſtanding what is directed by the 46th 
Article of theſe Inſtructions, relating to the preſerving the Papers 
both publick and private, of the Commiſſion and Warrant-Officers 
that may happen to die in His Majeſty's Service, frequent Applica- 
tions are made to this Board, for paying the Wages due to Officers 
that have died at Sea, though the Journals and other Papers required 
for paſſing their Accompts, and intitling them to their Pay, could 
not be produced, which, as is alledged, were loſt at the time of their 
Death ; You are, therefore hereby charged and required, ftrictly to 
comply with what is directed in the aforeſaid Article of theſe Iu- 
ſtructions, not only by preſerving the Papers, both publick and pri- 
vate, of any of your Officers who ſhall happen to die, but for the de- 
livering them either to their Executors, or the principal Officers and 
| Commiſſioners of His Majeſty's Navy; as you will anſwer the con- 
trary, at the Penalty of forfeiting ſo much of your Wages as will 
be equal to the Pay due to the ſaid deceaſed Officers: And in caſe 
of the Death of the Captains of any of His Majeſty's Ships, the 
next ſucceeding Officer is likewiſe ſtrictly required, at his Peril, not 
only to ſecure his Papers, Books and Accompts, but alſo the Papers 
of any other Commiſſion or Warrant-Officer that ſhall die during 
the Time he has the Charge and Command of the Ship.

exacted of them, no Search made, either of Goods, Veſſels or Men, 
much leſs ſhall they receive any Damage, Injury, or Moleſtation, 
but ſhall be ſuffered to paſs on with Freedom to purſue their Occaſi- 
ons. But if this ſtated and appointed Form of Certificate be not 
produced, and there be juſt Cauſe of Suſpicion, then the Ship ought 
to be viſited, which (it is to be underſtood) ſhall be allowed only 
in ſuch and no other Caſe. And if any the People and Subjects of 
either Side, ſhall do or commit any thing contrary to the proper Senſe 
of this preſent Article, either Confederate ſhall take Care that ſevere 
Puniſhment be inflicted on the Offender, and cauſe full and ſpeedy
